wear out both. His Behaviour was in all the 
Forms of a Young Man of Five and Twenty, Whe- 
ther he Walk'd, or Whiſtled, or Swore, or talkd 
Bawdy, or call'd Names, he acquitted Himſelf in 
each beyond a Templar of Three years ſtanding, 
With the ſame Grace, and in the fame Stile, he 


wou'd rattle his Coachman in the midſt of the 
Street; and all this was without Conſequence, be- 


cauſe it was Eſſential to his Character, and what e- 


very Body expected. He ſeem'd to be but an ill 
Diſſembler, and an ill Lyar, tho? they were the Tas 
lents he moſt Practis'd and moſt Valued himſelf up- 
on. The Ends he had gain'd by Lying, appeat 
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| tobe-more owing, to the Frequency than to the 


Art of them; his Lies being ſometimes detected in 
an Hour, often in a Day, and always in a Week; 


He.uled to tell them freely in mixt Companies, 
tho he knew half of them which heard Him to be 


his Enemies, and was ſure they would diſcover 
them the moment they left Him. He wou'd Swear 
ſolemnly he lov'd and wou'd ſerve you, and your 
Back was no ſooner turn'd, but he wou'd tell thoſe 
abotic Him, = was a Rogue and a Rafcal. te 
went conſtamly to Prayers in the Forms of his 
Place, and wou'd talk Bawdy and Blaſphemy at 
the Chapel Door. He was a Presbyterian in Po- 
liticks, and an Atbeiſt in Religion, but made no 


ſcruple to Whore with a Papi. In his Commerce 
with Mabkind, his general Rule was, to endea- 


vour Impoſing on their Underſtandings, for which 
he had but one Receipt, a Compoſition of Lies and 
Okths; and this he applied indifferently to a Free- 
holder of forty Shillings, and a Privy Councellor 
by whichthe'Eafie and Honeſt were often deceived 
oratnufed.; and either way he gained his Point. 
He wou'd opehly take away your Ethployment to 
Day, becauſe you wete not of his Party; to Mor- 
row he wou'd meet or ſend for you, as it nothing 
at all had paſs d, lay his Hands with much Friend- 
lineſs on your Shoulders, and with the greateſt 
Eaſe and Familiaricy in the World, tell you, That 
Tbe Faction are driving at ſomething in the Houſe z 
that Du muſt be ſure to attend, and ſpeak to all your q 
Friends to be there; 'tho? he knew at the ſame time, 
that you and your Friends were againſt him in that 
very point he mentions: And however abſurd, ri- 
Hiculous and groſs this may appear, he oſten found 
it ſucceſsful ; ſomè Men having ſuch an aukward 
Baſhfulnefs, they know not how to re fuſe upon a 
ſudden, and dvery Man having ſomething to ſear 
or hope, which often hinders them from —_

things to Extreams with Perſons of Power, what- 
ever Provacations:they may have received. Wich 
a good Natural Underſtanding, a great Huency 
in Speaking, and no ill Taſte of Wit; he was ge- 
nerally the worſt Companion in the World; his 
Thoughts being wholly taken up between Vice and 
Politicks ; ſo that Bewdy, Prophaneneſs and Buſineſs 
chiefly fill'd up his whole Converſation. To quali- 
fie himſelf in the Two firſt, he made choice of 
ſuitable Favourites, whoſe Talent reach'd no 

er than to entertain him with all the Lewdnefs 
that paſs d in the Town. As for Buſineſs, he is 
ſaid to have been very dextrous at that part of it 
which turns upon Intrigue, and he feem'd to have 
transfer d the Talents of his Youth for Intriguing 
with Women, into Publick Affairs: For, as ſome 
vain Young Fellows, to make a Gallantry appear 
of Confequence, will chuſe to venture their Necks 
by climbing up a Wall or Window at Midnight to 
a Common Wench, where they might as freely 
have gone in at the door and at Noon-day ; ſo his 
L—p, either to'keep himſelf in Practice, or to ad- 
vance the Fame of his Politicks, affected the moſt 
obſcure, troubleſome, and winding Paths, even in 
the commoneſt Affairs, thoſe whick would as well 
be brought about in the ordinary Forms, or which 
would proceed of courſe, whether he intetven'd 
or no. 
le bore the Gallantry of his L- y with the In- 
difference of a Stoick, and thought them well re- 
compenſed by a Return of Children to ſupport his 
Family, without the Fatigue of being a Father. 
He had three Predominant Paſſions, which you 
will ſeldom obſerve united in the ſame Man, as 
ariſing from different Diſpoſitions of Mind, and na-

He was never yet known to refuſe or keep a

This Intelligence being made up of ſeveral 


Facts, independent of each other, I ſhall hard- 


ly be able to relate them in due order of Time, 
my Correſpondent omitting that Circumſtance, 
and tranſmitting them to me, as they came into 
his Memory : So that the Gentlemen of that 
Kingdom, now in Town, I hope will Pardon me 
any Slips I ſhall make in that or any other kind, 
while I keep exactly to the Truth. 

Thomas Proby, Eſq; Surgeon- General of Ireland, 
a Perſon univerſally eſteem'd, and whom I have 


formerly ſeen here, had built a Country-houſe 
half a Mile from Dublin, adjoyning to the Park: 


In a corner of the Park, juſt under his Houſe, he 


was much annoy'd with a Dog: kennel, whieh be-

His Ex --—- y, ſoon after his Arrival in I., 
was told of this Leaſe, and by his Abſolute Autho- 
rity commanded Mr. Proby to Surrender up the 
Land, which he was forc'd to do, after all the Ex- 
pence he had been at, or elſe he muſt have expe- 
ed to loſe his Employment; at the ſame time he 
was under Obligation to pay his Rent, and I think 
hefdoes it to this Day. There are ſeveral Circum- 
ſtances in this Story, which I have forgot, having 
not been ſent me with the reſt, but I had it from a 
Gentleman of that Kingdom, who, ſometime a» 
go, was here in Town, _ 
Upon his Ex y's being declar'd . 
1I.— t, there came over to make his Court, 
one Dr. 4, Fellow of Dublin-College, no- 
ted in that Kingdom for being the only Clergy- 
man that declar'd for taking off the Sacramental 
Teſt, as he did openly in their Convocation, where 
he was a Member. The Merit of this, and ſome 
other Principles ſuitable to it, recommended by 
Tom Br —— dr-———k, ſo far ingratiated him with his 
Ex——y, that being provided of a proper Chap- 
lain already, he took him however into a great de- 
gree of Favour : The Doctor attended his E—y 
to Ireland, and obſerving a caſt Wench in the Fa- 
mily to be in much Confidence with my L- dy, he 
thought bY addrefſing there to have a ſhore open

He met with great Suc- 
oefs in his Amopr, and walking one Day with his

It be, 
8 ; Why then G--d d. ma we, be ſhall haws 
the firſ® Biſhoprick that falls *: The Doctor thus 
encourag'd, grew-a moſt violent Lover, return d 
with his EXx——y for England; and ſoon after, the 
Bifhoprick of Cork falling void, to ſhew he meant 
fair, he marry d his Damoſel publickly here in Lon- 
don, and his Ex———y as honourably engag'd 
his Credit to get him the Biſhoprick ; but the Mat- 
ter was reckon'd fo Infamous, that both the Arch- 
biſhops here, eſpecially his Grace of Vort, inter- 
pos d with the Qu— n to hinder ſo great a Scandal 
to the Church, and Dr. Brown, Provoſt of Dublin- 
College being then in Town, Her Majeſty was 
pleas'd to Nominate him; ſo that Dr. L-——- 4 
was forc'd to fit down with a moderate Deanry in 
the Northern Parts of that Kingdom, and the ad- 
ditional Comfort of a ſweet Lady, who brought 
this her firſt Husband no other Portion than a 
couple of Olive-Branches for his Table, tho' ſhe 
her ſelf hardly knows by what Hand they were

The Queen referv'd all the great Employments 
of Freland to be given by Her Self, tho” often. by 
the Recommendation of the Chief Governour, ac- 
cording to his Credit at Court. The Provoſtſhip 
of Dub ln, College is of this Number, which was 
now vacant upon the Promotion of Dr. Broum : 
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Dr. Benjamin Prat, a Fellow of that College and 
Chaplain to the Houſe of Commons of that King- 
dom, as well as Domeftick Chaplain to the Duke 
of Ormond, was at that time here in attendance up- 
on the Duke. He is a Gentleman of good Birth 
and Fortune in Ireland, liv'd here in a very decent 
Figure: He is a Perſon of Wit and Learning, has 
travell'd, and convers'd in the beſt of Company ; 
and was very mucheſteem'd amongſt us here, where 
IT had the Pleaſure of his Acquaintance : But he 
had the Original Sin of being a repured Tory, and 
a Dependant on the Duke ot Ormond: However, 
he had many Friends among the Biſhops and other 
Nobility, to recommend him to the Queen. At 
the ſame time there was another Fellow of that 
College, one Dr. Hall, who had much the advan- 
tage of Prat in Point of Seniority, This Gentleman 
had very little produc'd himſelf himſelf into the 
World, but liv'd retir'd, though otherwiſe faid to 
be an excellent Perſon, and very deſerving for his 
Learning and Senſe. He had been recommended 
from Ireland by ſeveral Perfons ; and his Ex y, 
who had never ſeen nor thought on him in his 
Life, after having try'd to injure the College by 
recommending Perſons from this ſide, at laſt ſet up 
Hall, with all imaginable Zeal againſt Prat. 
tell this Story che more circumſtantially, becauſe 
it is affirm'd by his Ex ys Friends, that he 
never made more uſe of his Court-skill than at this 
Time, to hinder Der. Prat from the Provoſtſhip ; 
not only from the Perſonal Hatred he had to the 
Man, upon the account of his Patron and Princi- 
ples, but that he might return to Feland with ſome 
little Opinion of his Credit at Court, which had 
mightily ſuffer'd by many Diſappointments, eſpe- 
cially the laft, of his Chaplain Dr. . — 4. It 
wou'd be incredible to relate the many Artifices he 
us d to this End, of _ the DoRor had daily 
In- 
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Intelligence, and would fairly tell his Ex 


y 
ſo at his Levees ; who ſometimes could not con- 
ceal his Surprize, and then would Promiſe, with 
half a dozen Oaths, never to concern himſelf one 
way or other, thefe were brocke every day, and 
every day detected. One Morning, after ſome 


Ex poſtulations between his Ex cy and the Dr. 
and a few additional Oaths that he would never 
oppoſe him any more; his Ex——cy went imme» 
diately to the Bp. of E-—y, and prevail'd on him 
to go to the Q-—n from him, and let her know, 
that he could never conſent as long as he liv'd that 
Dr. Prat ſhould be Provoſt, which the Biſhop bare- 
ly comply'd with, and deliver'd his Meſſage, tho' 
at the ſame time he did the Doctor all the good 
Offices he could. The next day, the Doctor was 
again with his EX — cy, and gave him Thanks 
for ſo open a Proceeding; the Affair was now paſt 
Diſſembling, and his Ex——cy confeſs d that he 
did not direiyj oppoſe him, but collaterally he did: 
The Doctor, a little warm'd, ſaid, No, my Lord 
you mean directly you did not, but indirectly you did. 
The Concluſion was, that the Queen nam'd the 
Doctor to the Place, and, as a further Mortificati- 
on, juſt upon the day of his Ex-—cy's Departure 
for Ireland. | 
But here I muſt deſire the Reader's Pardon, if I 
cannot digeſt the following Facts into ſo good a 
manner as I intended, becauſe it is thought expedi- 
ent, for ſome Reaſons, that the World ſhould be 
inform'd of his Ex—--cy's Merits as ſoon as poſſi- 
ble; I will therefore only tranſcribe the ſeveral 
Paſlages as they were ſent me from Dublin, with- 
out either correcting the Stile, or adding any Re- 
marks of my own. As they are, they may ſerve 
for Hints to any Perſon who may hereafter have a 
mind to write Memoirs of his EX —cyꝰs Life · 
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A Relation of ſeveral Facts, exaftly as they were 
tranſmitted to me from Ireland at ſeveral 
Times, from a Perſon of Quality, and in Em- 
plopment there, 


6 is HE Earl of Rochford's Regiment of Dragoons 
was Embark'd tor Her Majeſties Service a- 
broad, on Aung. 27. 1709. and left their Horſes be- 
hind them, which were ſubſiſted, in order to mount 
another Regiment to fill up their room; as the 
Horſes ot Lt. Gen. Harvey's Regiment had former- 
ly mounted a Regiment raifed and ſtill commanded 
by the D. of O. on which occaſion the D. had her 
Majeſty's Order only for as much Money as would 
ſupply the Charge of the Horſes till the Regiment 
was rais d, which was ſoon after, and then it was 
put on the Eſtabliſhment as other Regiments; but 
that which was to ſupply the E. of Rochford's, had 
not a Commiſſion granted till April 29. 1710. and 
all Pay trom Avg. 27. to that Time, being above 
$700 /. was taken, under pretence of keeping the 

orſes, buying new ones in the room of ſuch as 
ſhould be wanting or unſerviceable, and for pro- 
viding Accoutrements for the Men and Horſes. As 
for the laſt Uſe, thoſe are always provided out of 
the Funds for providing Cloathihg, and the D. of 
O. did fo. As for Horſes wanting, they were very 
few; and the Captains had Orders to provide *em 
another way ; and the keeping the Horſes did not 
come to 700). by the Accounts laid before the Par- 
liament ; ſo there was at leaſt 5ooo l. charged to 
the Nation more than the Actual Charge could a- 
mount to. 

Mrs. L——4; at firſt coming over expected the 
Benefit of the Bo -Mon-y, and accordingly talk'd of 
ſelling it for about 202 —_- at laſt was told, — 
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muſt expect but part of it, and that the Grooms of 
the Chambers and other Servants wou'd deſerve a 
Conſideration tor their Attendance. Accordingly 
his E-— y had it brought to him every Night, and 


to make it worth his receiving, my y gave 
great Encouragement to play, ſo that by a mode-

in your Regiment ; 1 muſt deſire you will take the firſt 
Opportunity you can to give bim a Troop, and you will ob- 
lige me mightily. The Lt. G. anſwer d, He had ſerv- 
ed very well, and had very good Pretenſions to à Troop, 
and that be wou'd give bim the firſt that fell; with 
which the Gentleman was mighty well ſatisfy d, fo 
return'd Thanks, and withdrew .; upon which his 


 E--y immediately faid, I was forc d to ſpeak for bim, 


becauſe a great many of bus Friends have Votes in Ele- 
tions, but d n bim, be's a Rogue, therefore take no 
Care for bim. 

He brought,one May to the D. of 0. and recom- 
mended him as a very honeſt Gentleman, and de- 
fir'd his Grace wou'd provide for him, which his 
Grace promis'd, fo May withdrew; as ſoon as he 
was gone, his L—p immediately ſaid to the D. 
That Fellow is the greateſt Rogue in Chriſtendom. 

Col. C-» rd having for ſome time receiv'd Pay 
in two or three Regiments of the Army, as Capt. 
but never done any other Service to the Crown, 
except eating and drinking in the Expedition to 
Cadix, under che D. of O. finding he had not Pre- 


tenſions enough to riſe , after he had ſold the laſt 


Employ- 
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Employment he had, applies to his Ex-—=y, who 
gave him fo favourable a Report, that he got above 
goool, as an Arrear of Halt-pay , which he had 
no Title to, and a Penſion of 1o s. a Day; which 
he reckoning as much tco little for his Wants, as 
every Body elſe did too much for his Pretenſions, 
gave in a ſecond Petition to the Q-, for ros. a 
Day more to be added ; which being refer'd to his 
Ex y, he gave him a favourable Report, by 
means whereof 'tis hop'd his Merit will be farther 
rewarded. 

He turn'd out the poor Gate keeper at CHappel- 
lixod gate, tho' he and his Wife were each above 
60 Years old, without aſſigning any Cauſe, for fo 
inhumane an Action. 

As to the Buſineſs of the Arſenal, it was the 
Product of Chance, and never ſo much as thought 
of by the Perſons who of late have given ſo many 
good Reaſons, ſor the building it, till upon en- 
quicing into the Funds they were found to hold out 
ſo well, that there was an abſolute Neceſſity of 
deſtroying about 60 or 700001. otherwiſe his 
Ex-———y for that Time could hardly have the 
Credit of taxing the Kingdom. Upon this Occa- 
ſion, many Projects were propos d, all which at 
laſt, gave way to a Propoſal of a worthy Perſon 
who had often perſuaded the Nation, to do it ſelf 
a great deal of Harm, by attempting to do it ſelf a 
little Good, which was, That 40000 Arms ſhould 
be provided for the Militia, and Ammunition in 
proportion, to be kept in four Arſenals to be built 
for that Purpoſe ; which was accordingly put into 
the Head of a Bill, and then this worthy Patriot, 
in his uſual Sincerity, declar'd he wou'd not con- 
ſent to the giving Money for any other Uſe, as 
every Body thought by the Words he ſpoke ; tho' 
afterwards he ſhew'd them that his Meaning was 
not to be known by the vulgar Acceptation of 
| Words, 
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Words; for he not only gave his Conſent to the 
Bill, but us'd all the Art and Induſtty he was ma- 
ſter of to have it paſs, tho' the Money was ap- 
ply'd in it to the building one Arſenal, and Am- 
munition and other Stores proportionable, without 
one Word of the Militia : So the Arſenal was con- 
ceiv'd, and afterwards form'd in a proper Manner; 
but when it came to be brought forth, his Ex. took 
it out of the Hands that had form'd it, as far as he 
could, and contrary to all Precedents, put it out 
of the Care of the Ordnance Board, who were an 
Office to have taken Care of the Receipt and Pay- 
ment of the Money, without any farther Charge 
to the Publick ; and appointed his ſecond Secreta- 
ry, Mr. Denton, to be Pay-maſter, whote Salary 
was a Charge of above 500 J. in the whole; then 
thinking this too ſmall a Charge to put the Publick 
to for nothing, he made an Eſtabliſhment for that 
Work, conſiſting of one Superintendant at 3 J. per 
Week, eight Overſeers at 71, 41. per Week, and fix- .

17 1.8 5. per Weck, and theſe were almoſt all Per- 
that had no Knowledge of ſuch Buſineſs ; and their 
Honeſty was equal to their Knowledge, as it hath 
fince appeared by the notorious Cheats and Neg- 
les that have been made out againſt them; inſo- 
much that the Work they have overſeen, which, 
with their Salaries, has coſt near 3000 l. might 
have been done for leſs than 1800 J. it it had been 
agreed for by the Yard, which is the uſual Method, 

was fo propos d in the Eſtimate ; and this is 
all a Certainty, becauſe all that has been done, is 
only removing Earth, which has been exactly com-

Philip S. v. ge, Eſq ; as Chancellor of the Exche- 
-hequer, demanded Fees of the Commiſſioners of 

Revenue, for Sealing Writs in the * — 
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ſineſs, and ſhew'd them for it ſome ſort of Prece- 
dents ; bur they not being well ſatisfy'd with them, 
wrote to Mr. South, one of the Commiſſioners(the n 
in London) to enquire the Practice there; he ſent 
them Word upon Enquiry, 'That Fees were paid 
in like Cafes there; ſo they adjudg'd it for him, 
and conſtantly paid him Fees. If therefore that 
Was a Fault, it muſt lye at their Door, for he ne- 
ver offer'd to ſtop the Buſineſs ; yet his Ex———y 
knew ſo well how to chuſe an Attorney and Solli- 
citor General, that when the Caſe was refer'd to 
them, they gave it againſt the Chancellor, and 
ſaid, he had forfeited his Place by it, and ought 
to refund the Money (being about 2008. per 
Annum.) But never found any Fault in the Com- 
miſſioners, who adjudg'd the Caſe for him, and 
might have refus'd him the Money if they had 
thought fit. : 
Capt. Robt. F—ygerald, Father to the preſent E. 
of Kildare, had a Grant from King Charles II. of 
the Office of Comptroller of the Muſters, durin 
the Lives of Capt. Chambers Brabazon, now E. o 
Meath, and Geo. F gerald, elder Brother to the 
preſent E. of Kildare, which the ſaid Robt. E- gerald 
enjoy'd, with a Salary of zool. per Amum; and 
after his Death, his Son George enjoy'd it, till my 
Lord Gallway did by Threats, compel him to Sur, 
render the ſaid Patent, for a Penſion of 2001, per 
Annum, which he wn, during his Life. Some 
time ago the preſent E. of Kildare, as Heir to his 
Father and Brother, lookt upon himſelf to be in- 
jur'd by the Surrender of the ſaid Patent, which 
ſhould have come to him, the E. of Meath bein 
ſtill alive ; therefore in order to right himſelt, di 
Petition Her Majeſty, which Petition, as uſual,was 
refer'd to the E. of V. the L t, who 


being then in Landon, according to the Common 
Method on ſuch Occaſions, refer d it * _ * 
| an- 
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Chancellor, ard Lt. G. Þgoldsby,the then Lords Ju 
ſtices of this Kingdom, who, foc their Information, 
order'd the Attorney General to enquire whether 
the E. of Kildare had any legal Title to the ſaid 
Patent, which he in a full Report had ſaid he had: 
And they refer'd it to the Deputy L. T. to inquire 
into the Nature of the Office, and co give them 
his Opinion, whether he thought it uſeful and ne- 
ceſſary tor Her Majeſty's Service; he gave in his 
Report, and ſaid, He thought it was both Uſeful 
and Neceſſary, and with more Honeſty than Wit, 
gave the following Reaſons : Firſt, That the Mu- 
ſtur-Maſter-General computed to Pay oft the whole 
Military Liſt, which is above 200,000. per Annum, 
ſo having no check on him, might commit Mi- 
ſtakes, to the great Prejudice of the Crown : And 
Secondly, becaule he himſelf had found out ſeveral 
of thoſe Miſtakes, which a Comptroller might pre- 
vent, The Loids Juſtices approv'd of theſe 
Reaſons, and fo tent over their Report tomy L— 
I. t that they thought the Office Uſeful and 
eceſſary. But Col. P the Muſter Maſter- 
General being then in London, and having giving 
my L-—d L © 1090), for his Conſent to 
enjoy chat Office, after he had got Her Majeſty's 
Ol dets for a Patent, thought a Check upon his Of- 
fice wou'd be a rroubleſome Spy upon him, fo he 
pleaded the Merit of Lis 1000. and deſired, that in 
conſideration thereof, his Ex: y wou'd free 
him from an Office that wou'd put it out of his 
Power co wrong the Crown; and to ſtrengthen 
his Pretenſions, put my L-—dy in mind of what 
Money he had loft with her at Play ; who imme- 
diataly, out of of a grateful Senſe of Benefits re- 
ceiv'd, rail'd as much againſt the Lords Juſtices Re- 
port, as ever ſhe had done againſt che Tories ; and 
my L—dL t prompted by the fame Vir- 
tue, made his Report, that there needed no Com- 
| ptroller 
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ptroller to that Office, becauſe he controll'd it 
himſelf, which (now having given his Word forit) 
he will beyond all doubt, etfeRually do for the fu- 
ture ; tho ſince, it plainly has been made appear, 
that tor want of ſome Comptrol on that Office, 
Her Majeſty has been wrong'd of many Hundred 
Pounds, by the Roguery ofa Clerk; and that during 
the Time of his Ex 
which there has been but a ſmall Part refunded, 
and the reſt has not been enquit'd after, for fear it 
ſhould make it plainly appear that a Comptroller in 
that Office is abſolutely Neceſſary. 

His Ex y being deſirous, for a private 
Reaſon, to provide for the worthle's Son of a worth- 
leſs Father, who had lately Sold his Company, and 
of Courſe all Pretenſions to Preferment in the Ar- 
my, took this Opportunity, A Captain, in the 
oldeſt Regiment in the Kingdom, being worn out 
with Service, defird leave to Sell, which was 
granted him, and accordingly for a Conſideration 
agreed upen, he gave a Reſignation of his Compa- 
ny to a Perſon approv'd of by the Commander of 
the Regiment, ho at the ſame time apply d to his 
Ex y for leave for another Captain of his 
Regiment, who was an Engineer in Her Majeſty's 
Service in Spain, and abſent by her Majeſty's Li- 
cence ; his Ex-——y hearing that, ſaid they 
might give him a Company in Spain, tor he would 
diſpoſe of his here; and ſo, notwithſtanding all 
the Commander of the Regiment cou'd urge, he 
gave the Company that was regularly ſurrender'd, 
to his worthy Favourite; and the other Company, 
that was a diſputable Title, to the Gentleman tha 
paid his Money for that which was ſurrender'd. 
Talking one Morning as he was dteſſing (at leaſt 
a dozen People preſent) of the Debates in Coun- 
eil about the Aﬀair of Trim, he ſaid the L. C. J. P. 
had laid down as Law, a Thing for which a Man 
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ought to have his Gown ſtript off, and be whipt at 
the Carts-Arſe ; and in leis than a quarter ot an 
Hour repeated the Expreſſion again, yet ſome 
Days after, ſent Dr. L--mb-r: to aſſute his Lord- 
ſhip he ſaid no ſuch Thing. Some time after while 
he was in England, he made it his urmoſt Efforts 
with the Queen to turn him out, but cou'd not. So 
when he came over again he took an Oppoxtuni- 
ty (when the Judges were to wait on kim) to ſay 
to them, particularly L. C. J. D. that perhaps ſome 
officious Perſons would ſpread Stories, that he had 
endeavour'd to do ſome of em a Prejudice in Eng- 
land, which he aſſured them he never bad; but 
on the contrary, wou'd always, without Diſtin- 
&ion, ſhew every Body bis Favours as they be- 
hav'd themſelves ; which the L. C. J. B -rdr-k was 
pleas'd to approve of, by ſaying, That was very Ho- 
nourable, that was ver) Gracious, tho' he knew the 
contrary bimſell. 

In England he bid Mr. Deering aſſure all his 
Friends and Acquaintance here , that they and e- 
very Body, without Diſtinction, might depend on 
his Favour as they behav'd themſelves; with which 
Mr. D. was much pleas'd, and wrote over to his 
Friends accordingly. And as ſoon as his Back was 
N. he jeeringly ſaid, D-mn me, how eaſily he 
is bit! : 
When the D. of O. was in the Government, he 


gave to Mr. Anderſon Saunders the Government of 


Wicklow-Caſtle, which has no Salary, but a Per- 
quiſite of ſome Land worth about 12 J. per Annum, 
which Mr. Saunders gave to the Free School of the 
Town; but his Ex-—y not liking either the Per- 
ſon or the Uſe, without any Ceremonies or Reaſon 
given, ſuperſeded him, by giving a Commiſſion for 
it to Fennings the Horſe-Courſer , who lay under 
ſeveral adious and ſcandalous Reflections, particu- 
larly df very narrowly eſcaping the Gallows for 


Coininy. Some 
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Some time after his Ex — 's Landing the ſe- 


cond time, he ſent for Mr. Saunders among others, 
deſiring their good Offices in the enſuing Seffion, 
and that Mr. Saunders would not take amils his giv- 
ing that Place to Jennings, for he aſſur'd him he did 
not know it belong'd to him; which is highly pro- 
bable, becauſe Men of his Knowledge uſe to give 
away Things without enquiring how they are in 
their diſpoſal. Mr. Saunders anſwer'd him, he was 
very glad to find what was done, was not out of an 

particular Diſpleaſure to him, becauſe Mr. Mit- 
ſhed had ſaid at Wicklow (by way of Apology for 
what his Ex — y had done) that it was occaſion d 
by Mr. Saunders's having it; and ſeeing his Ex- y 
had no ill Intention againſt him, was glad he could 
tell his Ex ——-y that it was not legally given a- 
way, (for he had a Cuſtodium for the Land out of 
the Court of Exchequer) ; ſo his Ex w £ 


Commiſſion to Fennings cou'd do him no Prejudice. 


Lt. G. Echlin had Pay on this Eſtabliſhment as 
Brigadier, to the middle of October 1708, at which 
Time he was 1cmov'd from ic by his Ex Y, 
becauſe his Regiment went away at that Time, and 
Lt. G. Gorges was put in his Room. Some time at- 
ter Maj. G, Rocke, conſidering the Reaſon why 
Echlin was remov'd, concluded that Gorges cou'd 
not come on, ”cill ſome time in February after, be- 
caule his Regiment alſo was out of the Kingdom 
'rill that Time; and that therefore he being the 
eldeſt General Officer that had no Pay as ſuch, was 
entit ed to the Brigadier's Pay, from the Time 
Echlin Was not qualified to receive it , till Gorges 
was qualified to receive it, he having done the 
Duty. His EX y upon hearing the Reaſon, 
own'd it to be a very good one, and told him if 
the Money were noc paid to Gorges, he ſhou'd have 
it; ſo bid him go ſee,” which he did, and found it 
was; then his EX y told him, he would refer

his Caſe to the Court of General Officers to give 
their Opinion in it, which he ſaid muſt needs be. 
in his Favour, and upon that Ground, he wou'd 
find a way to do him Right; yet when the Gene- 
ral Officers fat, he ſent for ſeveral of them, and 
made them give the Cauſe againſt Rooke, 

When the Proſecution againſt the Diſſenting 
Miniiters at Drogheda was depending, one Stevens a 
Lawyer in this Town (Dublin), ſent his ExX——y, 
then in L-ydon, a Petition in the Name of the ſaid 
Diſſenting Miniſters,in behalf of himſelf and others, 
who lay under any ſuch Proſecution ; and in about 
a Forenights time his Ex y ſent over a Letter 
to the then Lords Juſtices,to give the Attorney and 
Sollicicor General Orders to enter noli proſequi's to 
all fuch Suits ; which was done accordingly, tho' 
he never ſo much as enquir'd into the Merit of the 
Cauſe, or refer'd the Petition to any Body, which 
is a Juſtice done to all Men, let the Caſe be never 
ſo light. He ſaid he had Her Majeſty's Orders for 
ir, but they did not appear under Her Hand, and 
it is generally affirm'd he never had any. 

That his Ex—-cy could deſcend to ſmall Gains, 
take this inſtance, Ihe e was 850 l. order'd by her 
Majeſty to buy Liveries for the State-Trumpets, Meſ- 


lengert, &c. but with great Induſtry he got them 


made cheaper by 200 J. which he ſav'd out of that 

Sum; and tis reported that his Steward got a hand- 

ſome Conſideration out of the Undertaker beſides. 
The Agent to his Regiment being ſo alſo to ſe- 


veral others, bought a Lieutenant's Commiſſion in 


a Regiment of Foot, for which he never was to do 
any Duty; which Service pleaſed his EX cy ſo 
well that he gave him leave to buy a Company, and 
would have had him kept both, but before his 

Pleaſure was known, the former was diſpoſed of. 
The L—Jd L——t has no Power to remove 
or put in a Solicitor General without a Q— 5 Let» 
_ ter, 
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ter, it being one of the Employments excepted 
out of his Commiſlion ; yet becauſe Sir R. L-w-ng 
diſoblig'd him by voting according to his Opinion, 
he remov'd him, and put in Mr. Forſter, tho he had 
no Qs Letter for ſo doing, only a Letter from 
Mr. Secretary Boyle, that her Majeſty deſign'd to 
remove him. 

The Privy-Council in Ireland have a great ſhare 
of the Adminiſtration ; all things being carry'd by 
the Conſent of the Majority, and they fgn all 
Orders and Proclamations made there, as well as 
the Chief Governour ; but his EX — cy diflik'd 
ſo much ſhare of Power in any beſide himſelf ; 
and when matters were 1 in Council other- 
wiſe than he approv'd, he would ſtop them, and 
ſay, Come, my Lords, I ſee how your Opinions are, 
and therefore I will not take your Votes; and ſo would 
put an end to the Diſpute. | | 

One of his Chief Favourites was a Scandalous 
Clergy- man, a conſtant Companion of his Plea- 
fures, who appear'd publickly with his Ex——cy, 
but never in his Habit, and who was a Heater 


and Sharer of all the Lewd and Blaſphemous Diſ- 


courſes of his Ex —— cy and his Cabal. His 
Ex——cy preſented this worthy Divine to one of 
the Biſhops, with the following Recommendation, 
My Lord, Mr. ———— % a very honeft Fellow, and bas 
no Fault, but that be is alittle too immoral, He made 
this Man Chaplain to his Regiment, tho' he had 
been ſo infamous, that a Biſhop in England reſus d 
to admit him to a Living that he was preſented to, 
till the Patron forc'd him to it by Law. 

His Ex — cy recommended the E. of . to 
be one of the Lords Juſtices in his Abſence, and 
was much mortify'd, when he found Lt. G. g 
appointed, without any regard to his Recommen- 
dations ; particularly, becauſe the uſual Salary to a 
Lord Juſtice, in the Id L-—t's Abſcence, is 
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too J. per Month, and he had bargained with the E.
